No tax has been paid 
for about twenty years, although eTerv 
leaal p. occss has been gone through with 
to force the people to pay It. A short 
time ago certain bondholders got a judg- 
ment against the county.

A Factional War In Magoffin 
County, Kentucky. 



Eight or Ten of the Best Known Citi- 
zens Engaged 



On Rncii Ride, Armed Wtth Repeating 
BlflM and Navy Platols-One or the Par- 
ticipant* Killed and a Number Fa- 
tally Wounded— More Trouble. 

Salyrbsvillk, Ky., Jon. 4.— The 
bloodiest fight in Magoffin county's 
history took place Tuesday about one 
mile from 8alyersvlllo. There were 
eight or ten of the county's best known 
citizens engaged on each side, armed 
with repeating rifles and navy pistole, 
and the trouble, which had its inception 
In a trivial matter the day before, cul- 
minated in a pitched battle. John Da- 
vis was killed by a pistol ball, said 
to have been fired after he 
was disabled and disarmed. W. E. 
Deekins, constable, was fatally wound- 
ed by a shot in the right hip, the ball 
ranging upward through the bowels. 
Monteville Deskina, a justice of the 
peace, has not been found since the 
fight, but he left a bloody trail on the 
■now through tho woodland near the 
scene of the tragedy, and is supposed to 
be fatally wounded.

woods Tuesday. Sheph 
of the county, received some fearful 
blows with a gun and may die. Uoice 
Patrick was shot through the bowels 
and is reported at this writing to be 
dying. W. T. Patrick, a brother of es-

ball along the right sido of the head 
and was at first supposed to be dead, 
but ho has rallied and physicians say 
he will live if there is no concussion of 
the brain. 

Reports as to who was immediately 
responsible for the terrible affair are 
conflicting and it Is not even known 
who fired the fatal shots. Dug Itisner 
and Samuel Risner were brought here 
Tuesday morning by Coroner Cole and 
strong guards, charged under a warrant 
issued by Monteville Desklns. with an 
assault on W. T. Desklns. 

The coroner committed the danger- 
ous impropriety of making a guard of 
the persons who were identified with 
the prosecution, and for whose protec- 
tion tho warrant was issued. This was 
resented by the friends of the prisoners, 
and both sides came to town heavily- 
armed. The prisoners were returned 
before Police JtadgS GttOTfS B. Gardner, 
and, the commonwealth not being ready 
for trial, the prisoners were released 
under bonds. 

Some loud talking on the pert of one 
of the Rlsnors very nearly precipitated 
a fight in town about 2 o'clock, but 
prompt interference of tho authorities 
prevented it The fight took place an 
hour later.
